LoNDO.N-, Sept. 27.— Rt. Hon. Mr. Ulad- 
atone to-day brought his visit to Mr. 

Georgo ArniiBtcad at Black Crag Castle, 
near Blair (Jowrio, Scotland, to a close, 
and proceeded to Edinburgh. The Prime 
Minister, aooompanied by his wife and son, 
Mr, Armlstead and Sir Algernon West, 
left Black Crat; Castle at noon. The party 
were driven to Cargill, where they took a 
train for Edinburgh at half-paat 2. People 
from all the country aide gathered to bid 
Mr. Oliulstone farewell. VVhon the party 
arrived at tho station Mr. Gladstone was 
heartily cheered, and as tho train drow ou 
of tho station the cheering was renewed 
Though Mr. Gladatouo trauaaoted much 
state business while at Black Crag, his ap- 
pearance, which is hearty and vigorous, 
shows tliat his stay in the country did him 
much good. 

The party arrived ia Edinburgh at si.x 
o'clock this evening. The admirers of Mr. 
tMudstone were out in force to welcome 
him. The Etation was besieged and as he 
uliglited from the train he was cheered 
again and again. Mr. Gladstone's object 
in visiting Edinburgh was to address the 
Midlothian Liberal committee, which met 
this evening in Albert Hall. As soon as 
possible after greeting personal friends and 
the oommitteo appointed to recoivo him, 
the party entered their carriages and were 
driven to /the hall through streets that 
were lined with enthusiasts. Hata.handker- 
ohiefa and canes wore waved as the Prime 
Minister paaaed along, and cheer upon cheer 
waa raiaed as he lifted his hat and smilingly 
bowed in acknowledgement of tho salutea 
given him. It had been announced that 
Mr. Gladstone would, in his address to tho 
committee, dpclaro the policy that the 
Government intends to follow until tho 
next general election. Great interest was 
everywhere displayed in polit,ical circles as 
to what he would have to say in regard to 
the Government's programme, and tho hall 
waa in conacquenco crowded to tho doors 
long before ho arrived. 

Mr. Gladstone, when ho rose to speak, 
waa received with an outburst of eathus- 
iaatic ohoera. Ho began by admitting that 
Scotland fretted justly over the slow 
progress of measures in which she was in- 
terested ; but ho held out the hope that be- 
fore the close of the year some re- 
sults would bo achieved especially 
in regard to local government and parish 
councils. With reference to the disestab- 
lishment of the Church of Scotland, ho be- 
lieved the bill prepared by Mr. Cameron 
was designed as a practical settlement of 
the question, and would open the doors for 
a union of the Presbyterian communions. 
He hoped the friends of the established 
ohurcb would accept this chance for a 
moderate' settlement. 

Mr. Gladstone then turned to tlio TI')ine 
Rule bill, and spoke eubstantially ad t dluws : 
"In spite of all that has been said llie 
last seesion uf tl.e House will not have to 
be recorded as a barren one. Tho many 
days spent on the Home Rule bill will not 
be without, a harvest. The fact that the 
people's chamber deliberately and advisedly 
passed after a long and searching diaeussion 
a bill of such vast importance, ia tlie moat, 
significant step in connection with the whole 
aubjecl of the contentment, h4i)pinc83 and 
peace of Ireland. (Cheers.) Ttio fact is 
that the present Parliaiueniary institutions 
aro too weak for their purpoae. They ovcr- 
weigh'and do not meet the demands of tho 
country. In spite of the sacrifices 
of the House of Commons durioc tho 
past session, there was a Icgislatiyo 
famine. There is something wrong and de- 
fective in tho present institutions. Tho con- 
dition is intolerable and dcnianda tho con- 
centrated attention of tho nation with a view 
to the removal of the defects. The evil is 
nil measurable. On the one hand is the na- 
tion expressing just demands, on tho other 
baud are the necessary measures to satisfy 
those demands. But, between tho two there 
is a great barrier, namely tho Irish question 
whiob has taxed tho energy and mortgaged 
the time of Parliament generation after 
generation. Why has this question existed 
HO long mid who is answerable for its remain- 
ing huforo nti? Thtro is only one rc^|)ly. 
The ri'Bponsiliility reati with the House of 
I.ortia (cheers), who have the remedy in deal- 
ing with the great evil. Mr. (iladatone then 
proceeded to review the relations that liavo 
existed with tlie House of LotiIh since 
the piisingo of the Ueform bill in lS.'i'2. 

".Since IK 11," he B.iid, " the legislation 
of tlie HiiuBo of Coniiiions hua on a per- 
petual clialleiigo to the House of Lords. 
Soinctiiiiea tlie latter has declined to accept 
the challenge and has passed the ineaHnies 
proposi'il, because unless they had clone so, 
there would have boon no House of Lords 
at this date." Aa instances lie citod the re- 
peat of the Corn Laws, in ISUi ; the repeal 
of tho eoap duty in ISfi.'i ; Irish disestab- 
lishment in 1,SG9, and the p^vasugo of tho 
land act in 1870. lie also noticed three 
oases in which the House of Lords had 
taken a differenb course. The first 
of these was when in 1831 tho 
House of Lords rejected the bill of 
reform from tho House of Commons, which 
they regarded aa great a triumph as they 
now regard tho rejection of Homo Kule, 
But within six months they were ignomin- 
oualy compelled to pass tho mea- 
sure under throat that unless they 
did 80 a sufficient number of peers 
would bo created to carry it over 
thi'ir heada. Tho next was tho 
rejection for tlio abolition of tho paper duty 
In lS(iO, which resulted in tho Pecru losing 
all inllnenco in tho country's financea. Tho 
tliird waa tho refusal of tho Lords to pass 
tho Homo Rule bill in ISSG. Tliat measure 
having been rtjectod by the Upper House, 
tlie question was discussed incessantly till 
181)'2, when the entire country returned a 
mujority in its favor. 

"That verdict," continued Mr. Gladstone, 
"the Lords have not reversed. What aro 
their pleas for its reversal ? A majority of 



the Lords gave an opinion hostile to tho 
bill; a majority of tho Commons an opinion 
in its favor; yet it is hardly a case iu which 
ono opinion ia as good as another. Tho 
Peers form their opinions for themsolvoa. 
They are responsible to nobody, and if it proves 
wrong they will neither bo abused nor 
be niado to suflfor in any way. Our opinion 
is not our own ; but was formed from dis- 
cussion with tho nation and was given with 
all the authority that a national verdict can 
confer. I think, therefore, that the Peers 
do not stand well on their own showing. 
They certainly stand worse on the showing 
of their friends in the House of 
Commons. The latter set up the fantastic 
idea that tho people know nothing 
of tho biU. Necessarily it involves a multi- 
tude of important details ; but with the 
single exception of the question of tho re- 
tention in Parliament of the Irish members, 
in which we to the utmost conform to tho will 
of the people, the country displayed no dispo- 
sition to enter into details, bu<. was content 
to loavo it to tho discretion of Parliament. 
There could not possibly be a more frivol- 
ous pretence than chat the people do not 
know the blUr"' 

Mr. Gladstone instanced tho caao of Sir 
Robert Peel refusing at the general elec- 
tions to explain the details of the new Corn 
Law until he was put into office. Tho 
country's ignorance of ihe clauses of 
tho Irish Uisestabliahment Bill in 180H 
was instanced aa a similar case 
Theae are the very things lo be entrusted 
lo dclil) iralivo aasoinblies. If not, such ua- 
seniblies aro uaelcsa. Tho busiueaa of a 
self-governing country is clearly to take in 
great ideaa and, when they are comprehend- 
ed, to stick to them, content that ita repre- 
aentativea shall give tho ideaa full legisla- 
tive effect. The plea that the Home Rule 
bill waa inauflioiently discuaaed ia equally 
liiiiiay, and the House of Lords did well to 
avoiil these fallacious pretences, the adop- 
tion of which would have shown egregious 
folly and want of tact, for they disposed in 
four days of a bill that occupied the atten 
tion of the House of Commons for eighty- 
two. 

"Then there is tho third plea, that tho 
Lords aro entitled — indeed, I think they 
aay bound by duty — to require a reference 
to tho country. That is not constitutional. 
The doctrine of the constitutionshows that if 
a responsible ministry advises a dissolution 
of Parliament there ought to be a dis- 
solution at the risk of the min- 
istry, and the House of Commons 
has the power which it bad 
exercised to force a dissolution by vote. 
But no such thing haa been recorded at any 
period of our history as a dissolution brought 
about by a vote of the House of Lords. 
Such a contention ia a monstrous innova- 
tion, an odious doctrine, and no men aro 
fonder of these doctrines than tho modern 
Tories, except it he the modern Uniocists. 
But in addition to being a now 
fapglod doctrine, I hold it is noth- 
ing less than high treiaon, if thia 
continue to bo a self-governing country. Let 
me put myself in the place of tho Houno of 
Lords. I say you have a representative 
government. You, aa representatives of 
the people, are returned to Parliament to 
do the buaineea of the country. It ao hap- 
pens that you aro not a moribund Parlia- 
ment, but one nf the youngeat and most 
vigorous of Parliaments, measured by a wil- 
lingncaa to encouuter labor and make per- 
annal eacrifices. You are sent to do the 
buainess of tho country for seven years. 
You have done that husinesa for nearly 
a year. You have conaulted tho electors 
on all the business and have acted on the 
opinion of the country on the question of 
Irish government. Our claim is to step in 
between you and the country to nulify tho 
verdict of the country and send you back 
to your constituenta instead of allowing you 
to prosecute the publio business. 

"How, lot mo humbly presume to speak 
for tho House of Commons. I should eay ad- 
mit tho majority misinterpret the voice 
iind judgment of tho country; though we 
do niiainterpret them wo ought to bo called 
account by those entitled to do an, 
namely, the people of the country. Invitid 
by the Crown and the Ministers in whose 
hands ia lodged the pi erogative of dissolu- 
tion, what will happen if wo have miaiuter- 
preted the judgment of the country ? We 
will be sent to tho right-about, and with 
perfect justice every Liberal will say, great 
aa tho evil ia, I infinitely prefer it 
to the other evil, namely, in- 
tercepting the opinions of the country and 
attempting to contrive by the use of some 
irregular extraneous machinery. But we 
make this plea — we say, if we are punished 
«hy should not the majority iu tho House 
of Lords also bo punished when it misinier- 
prelH the judgment of the country '! Let us 
have fair pluy and no favors. Why should 
the House of Lords be allowed to pass off 
with impunity, an impunity which only 
encourages them to repeal upon the 
first ocoasion — a similar prank to 
that which they have just committed. 
Depend upon it, it is an extremely serious 
matter. Un the supposition that you could 
aubject n mujority of the Lords to the sumo 
penal consequences as those you can lay 
upon a muj irity of the Commons, there 
would bo something like a ;)n'»ia /arin caao 
of justice and equality — some small plea for 
tliia title of House of Lords to tho right to 
correct tlie judgment of tho House of Com- 
mouB and to send them back to tho coun- 
try. Hut iJiero ia not tho thineat presump- 
tion of juatificatiou for such a proceedieg 
That being so, we have arrived at u veiy 
serious position, and tho grand question is 
how are we going to cscjpa from it ? " 

After a passing reference to tho intelli- 
gence and incomparable unity of tho Liber- 
als, without wliich the minority would, ho 
said, have broken down and destroyed the 
bill without sending it to the House of 
Lords, Mr. Gladstone continued; "I was not 
so sure when Lord Salisbury threatened a 
year agoi to destroy the Homo 
Rule bill that the Lords rccog- 
ni/od that this might involve tho 
question of their own independent and re- 
sponsible existence. (Cheers.) If it ahould 
ever happen in the vicissitudes nf political 
alfaira that the House of Lorda, by some 
accident or collateral proceaa, should bring 
about ft dissolution of tho House of Com- 
mona, depend upon it, tho people will not 
consider tho Homo Rule bill alone, but will 
mix with it another question, one which the 
Lords may bitterly lament — when it is too 
late — that they over raised an issue." 

After a tribute ot respect and admiration 
for tho personal qualities of the Peers as in- 
diviiliials, Mr. tiladstone contended that 
the abstract riglit poasesaed by both the 
Lords and Commons must always 
bo exorciiod with tho utmost discre- 
tion. If tlieao rights oro to bo permanently 
preserved on thia occasion, ho suid, the 
disorotion has been entirely and absolutely 
wanting. lo regard to the manner of meet- 



ing the situation Mr. Gladstone said there 
could not be procured a cut and a dried so- 
lution of tho dilemma. This was neither 
the timo nor the place to consider the mat- 
ter. Ho counselled neither violence nor ve- 
hemence. All that was necessary was a 
(juiet determination to cling to the hope 
that better counsels would prevail and in- 
duce the House of Lords to grant to Ireland 
some just satisfaction of her aspirations. If 
the worst comes, the worst consolation that 
could be ofTered would be to remind them 
of recent history and of the vast changes 
of the past sixty years, not one of which 
originated in the House of Lorda, or which 
were promoted by the Lorda. To every one 
of these groat changeo the opinion of the 
Lorda had been adverse, although its moni- 
festation might have been prudently re- 
strained, and relight, perhaps, bo prudently 
restrained again. 

" For my part," said Mr. Gladatono, " I 
find thia retroapect sufJioiently encouraging. 
If tho nation ia determined, it will not be 
bailled by a phalanx of 500 peers. Wo have 
the will of tho country to execute and will 
not submit to tho House of Lords although 
they bear high sounding titles and sit in 
gilded chamber Tho next session 
will not pass without your seeing 
this subject again appearing above the 
waves where it has for tho moment ap- 
peared to founder. The nation has given 
us tho authority and propelled us on our 
course, and it is our duty and hope and be- 
lief that we shall find with the help of 
the Almighty, the means to reach the 
goal." 

At tho close of Mr. Gladstone's speech 
there was prolongrfd cheering. A vote of 
thanks to Mr. Gladatono was then adopted 
and tho meeting dispersed. An immense 
crowd followed Mr. Gladstone's carriage as 
he drove to his hotel. In response to the 
cheers of the crowd Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone 
appeared on the hotel balcony and bowed 
their acknowledgements. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 

Official Keport of the Season's Catch 
by British Colnmbla 
Sealers. 

Ministers Start for the Coast on 
Monday— McGreevy Still 
iu Jail. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 587.— The Minister of 

Marine and Fisheries has received an official 
report of the seal catch to date by the B.C. 
fleet. Thirty vessels obtained on the B.C. 
coast 2.'),120 skins; on the Japanese and 
Russian side 25,,'!42 or o total of 50,402. 
Twenty-four vessels have yet to return, but 
the greater uumber of these sent their 
catches up to the end of June to Viotoria, 
by sailing schooners. The total catch this 
year ia estimated at about 00,000, which is 
10,000 more than last year, but far short of 
the exaggerated newspaper reports during 
the early part of the season which reached 
Viotoria from the Japan side. 

The experiments in opening and closing 
tho lock gates of the Beauharnois Canal by 
electricity proved very aucccssful, and it 
has been decided by the Department to 
utilize this motive of power, not only on the 
Soo Canal, but also on tho Soulanges Canal. 

Hon. Messrs. Foster and Angers leave for 
the Pacific Coast on Monday night. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart, is expected to 
arrive from Windsor on Monday. 

The Marino department was notified to- 
day by the lighthouse keeper at Cape Race 
of tho total loss of the Quebec schooner 
Oscar Wend at Swamp (Jove, Trepaaaey 
B^y, Newfoundland, yesterday. The 
schooner was en route from Quebec to Ire" 
laud, with a cargo of deals. Fortunately 
there was no casualty. 

Sir ('harlea Tupper returned from Peter- 
boro yesterday. Ho is suffering from a 
severe cold which he caught on the trip. 

The new Quartermaster-General of Mill* 
tia, Major Lake, arrived in town to-day. 

The probate of the will of the late Judge 
Patterson of the Supreme court was granted 
to-day, The estate was sworn at $30,000. 

Robert H. McGreevy is still in jail, 
he not having secured bondsmen to 
guarantee that ho will attend the assizes on 
November 14 as a^jvitnesa in the Connolly- 
McGreevy conspiracy case. 



TO BE SHOP. 



Colonel Esplna Will Ueet the Death of a 
Traitor. 

BuKNOH Ayrk.s, Sept. 27. — It has been 
learned that the officers and crews of the 
two torpedo boats which attacked the Gov- 
ernment naval equadron off the coast yester- 
day, and were captured, were excited to 
revolt by Colonel Espina. The officers and 
members of the crew gave their captors in- 
formation which,, when laid before the Gov- 
ernment, led to orders being issued for Col. 
E'^pina's arrest, ile was taken into cus- 
tody, and tlic probabilities are that he will 
bo shot as a traitor.

Thimble Makius: on the Giouiicia— 
Prcpai'iUioiis Ibi- Chicago's 
Own Cekbratiou. 



CiiioAao, Sept. 21.—'Aa\vL war tropliioB, 
the produots of the great veldts, rugs and 
polts of rare animala adora the Oapa Colony 
exhibit in the agricultural building. The 
exhibit is at the oxtromo nortliBant corner of 
tho building. Wools make up ii lurgo por- 
tion of it. Thia exhibit is iu the ciiiirHO of 
Robert Loo. Said Jlr. Leo: " We have 
about 4,000,000 sheep and about S00,000 
goats. The sheep will average about six 
pounds of flccco apieco worth 10 ccnta a 
pound in Xjondoii, while the Croats average 
fifty-two pounds of wool apieoe worth 
ceuts a pound in the same market. Our 
growers are paying special atteu- 
tention to the breeding of Angora goats. 
Perhaps the most valuable animal we 
have is the fat-tailed sheep. I have seen a 
single tail weighing fifty-two peunds, and 
as it is pure fat it is very valuable. Tho 
hides, too, are much Boui;ht after. When it 
comes to gftme, why there is «liiio8t no end 
to thoviiriely to bo luul. Of course the big 
i;iiine, such iia elepliunta aud lions, isiiliiiost 
altonother in the north country up iibout 
Miialioiuihind. The natives iiro splendid 
worknun in soniu lines, eapiciiiUy in the 
miiuuf;ioturo of robos from the skins of wild 
aniniikls. Tho Cupe country ia i.lao very 
rich in niinurnl deposits, purticuhuly Hold. 
Tho oalrich tuMineas is still an iniporlaiit 
feature of our oonuiierciivl exporta. In ISUl 
the t'xnorfi" of feathers uf^gregnted iu viiluo 
5U),0(H),OUO." 

Miicliinory hull oilers new discoveriea 
dikily to the observing atudent. \N'hocver 
paaaca tlu! liU lie of Cliarley Sontug, looks 
ubunt and then inaista on crowding up to 
the glass pitrtition. Charley Soatag is one 
of the few thimble makers of thia couniry. 
Sontag'a lathe is a mitnio. When tho thim- 
ble is in the chuck it gives a marvelous inii 
tation cif the mocking bird whistle which 
shrieks its bleed chilling notes from the top 
OS Machinery hull. It does this when tliu 
thimble maker is "Knurling" the end or top 
of the thimble. Tho Kuurliog tool gives 
out seven diatinoi notes during the 
operation and is c^e of the most musical 
instruments in the Machinery hall 
oroheslra. Three hundred silver thim- 
bles are turned out daily at 
the thimble factory. Tho operation is sim- 
ple and interesting. Tho preliminary steps 
in the making uf u thimble are taken In tho 
eastern factory, for the machinery hall ex- 
hibit has not the spice to accommodate tlio 
machinery. The thimble blank is cut and 
formed at one operation. The silver, iu 
strips about two inches wide and of vary- 
ing thickness, is fed into a presp which cuts 
a disk and slanipa the thimhlo out of the 
round blank. The thimblo is not cone- 
shaped, but a straight-sided cup of silver. 
It is next placed under a straight punch 
which stretches it to tho required thickness, 
after which it is shaped to tho familiar 
thimblo form. A boy takei tho thimblea 
and in a lathe turns tho edge and turns the 
rim over, and then tho aouvenir design 
is placed on tho band immediately 
above tho rim by a roller dio 
which ia held against it in a 
lathe. In this con<lition tho blanks 
conio to the World's Fair to have tho fin- 
ishing touches put on them. The thimblo 
maker places the blank in a chuck and aeta 
tho lathe spinning. He first knurls tho top 
of the thimble as he calls the process of put- 
ting in the dimples which catch the head of 
the needle. The knurling tool is a little 
narrow whetl of hard steel which has teeth 
cut in its rim. The wheel revolves at tho 
end of the tool which is held on a tool rest. 
The spinning thimble whirls the wheel 
around so rapidly that the silver and steel 
give out the notes of the mocking bird 
whistle as the tool moves from tho centre to 
the edge and back again. When the end is 
knurled the side of the thimblo is dimpled 
with a similar tool, only the wheel is wider. 
Tho thimble ia finished inside in another 
chuck, turned down to tho standurd weight 
and burnished. Thimbles are of ten sizes, 
ranging from Xo. 4 to Xo. 14. 

October !)th, tho twenty-second anniver- 
sary of tho Chicago iiro, has been sot apart 
for Chicago (lay, which, it is fully expected, 
nill bo f.ir and away tho biggest day of the 
fair. Prodictiona i f attendance run all tho 
way from 400,000 to .'00,000. Tho pro- 
gramme will bo aunouncud in duo time. \\'ith- 
iu a few days huge red posters, gotten up 
in tho highest stylo of the lithographer's 
art;, will bo scattered all over the country. 
Tho railroads, it is said, will not only bring 
l)coplo from Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Indiana at half rate or less, 
but will also paint tho ffitiro northwest a 
deep red with the illuminated posters afore 
said. At tho meeting of tho common coun- 
cil the subject of a general decoration of the 
city came up for discussion and met 
with instant approbation. It was decided 
to ask the mayor and oounoii to take steps 
toward a general deooratioa' of public build- 
ings, business houses and residences on 
Chicago day. It is believed tiiat the work 
of decoration done last October during dedi- 
cation week can be surpassed, and in itself 
prove a leading feature of the aninvorsury 
of tho grtaC Cliiogo lire, of which the day 
is to be coiMnicmoraLive. The prograrninc 
outlined by the coinniittco, ioclutlea a gor 
geoufe night pageant, in which a large nuni 
bor of floats, illubtrative of some great his 
torioal event, will participate. All the 
clubs and aocietiea in Iho city have boon in- 
vited to participate in this night pageant, 
and tho committee will give the big clubs 
the privilege of being represented by their 
own floats. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Mysterious Opium Smuggling Causes tho I)U- 
chnrgo of tho " Wolllneton's " Crew— 
Tho " Mlowera's " Big Cargo. 

Tho United States revonuo cutters Grant 
and Perry are expected to leave New York 
for Pugot Sound on Ootober 15. Their duty 
will hi to prevent the smuggling now be- 
lieved to be carried on between British 
Columbia and the United States. Tho 
Grant was built on tho Delaware river iu 
1S71, of iron. The engines are combined 
and drive u single screw. Her speed is 
about eleven knots. Her dimensions are: 
Length, 163 feeti beam, 26 feet, and depth 
of hold 11 4 feet. She has three masts and 
is bark rigged. The Perry is a single screw 
revenue cutter, registered 2S2 tons gross, of 
much later design and fittini(S than tho 
rant. She was built of steel on Lake Erio 
in 1S84, and has been doing duty on tho 
groat lakea. Having a record of fifteen 
knots, sho could give any ordinary anuiugling 
vessel a lively ohaso. 'I'ho Perry is 105 foot 
long, 25 foot beam and 11 foot depth of 
hold. 

SMUOOLI.Nli I)I.S(JOUIlACi:i). 

A discharge of all hands on the collier 
Wellington, plying between Nanaimo and 
San Franoisco, wos made at tho latter port 
a few days ago, on account of the com- 
plaints of the operations of smugglers on 
board that vessel, on which lOS tins of 
opium were seized last week. The Call 
says : " It was a hard blow to tho uien and 
came upon them very unexpectedly. Only 
two of the vessel's crew were on board at 
tho time of the trouble on Paoifio street 
wharf end the remainder of tho crow think 
it ia rather unfair that they hhonid have to 
stand the conseiiueneea of liu; niiadoings of 
others. 'All firemen, oilers and others have 
been dipcharged,' aaid ono of the Welling- 
ton's ollicers Yesterday, ' Wo could not 
faaien the crime upon uny particular man, 
in fact wo could get no clew to the deeil 
from any of them, SO we thought it best to 
let them all go.' "

DYNAMU'E AB&UMENT. 

Union Seamen's OntTaeeoas Endeavors to 
Silence Those Who Are Opposed to 
Them— luteuso Indignation. 

Sajt FnANCisco, Sept. 25.— One of the 
most fiendish deeds in the criminal history 
of tho city waa perpetrated here on Satur- 
day night. Shortly after midnight a dyna- 
mite bomb was exploded in a water front 
boarding house filled with non-union sailors, 
resulting in tho instant death of three in- 
mates and tho probable fatal injury of seven 
more, while others sustained less serious in- 
juries. The terrible explosion occurred in a 
house on Main street, between Howard and 
Folsom, kept by John Curtain. The bouse 
was filled with non-union sailors, and it was 
Curtain's custom to secure berths for his 
patrons on skips employing non-union men. 
In this way be naturally incurred the enmity 
of tho sailors' union. 

Loss than a week ago his placo was en- 
tered by a crowd of union men led by a man 
named John Terrell. Curtain waa threaten- 
ed, and, upon leaving his house, the men 
told him he had only a short time to live. 

All the inmates had retired as usual, and 
the house was ([uiet when the explosion 
occurred, shaking tho city for blocks. Tho 
entire front of tho boarding house waa torn 
away, carrying the front of an adjacent 
structure along with. Men were thrown 
from their bods across the street. A large 
hole was blown through the sidewalk into 
tlio basement, into which numbera of men 
were thrown. Main street waa filled with 
the debris, among which wore tho dead and 
dying. An ambulance was quickly on the 
scene, and, taking three severely wounded, 
started for the hospital, but one of tho men 
died before it waa reached. As tho work of 
rescue progressed, it was found that several 
men bad had limbs torn from their bodies. 
So far, two dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins and seven severely injured. 

Two of the dead are Brick MoQinnis and 
(ioorge Uolmes. John Terrell was arrested 
in u neighboring lodging house and placed 
in prison. The police are looking for seven 
other union sailors whom they suspect of 
being implicated in the plot. 

The feeling over Iho dynamite outrage on 
tho water front is intense. .Merchants and 
ship owners state that unless the authorities 
take precautions affairs will bo in a very 
dangerous condition before tho winter. 
They point to a record of wanton destruc- 
tion of property and uasaulls on persons 
without tho slightest provocation. They 
also slate that the recent transfer of seven 
seamen to .San I'odro accompanied by di'.- 
tectives, and ask that they allow tho police 
de()artment tiie uso of a tug for a wharf 
patrol. Tho Governor has ofTorod a reward 
of SI, 000 for tho arrest and conviction of 
the water front dynamiter.

Aji Interesting: Caao — A Gui!elesi 
Coolie Condemned Ijy His Own 
Uocumcnts. 



Los Anoklks, Sopt. '27.— Jiulgo Roas yea- 
torduy ufteruooii ordered tho doportution of 
five Chinamen, four of them from Froaiio, 
The Fresno Chinamen were higbbindora, 
and every elTort made to prevent their 
boinf; deported by tlie attorneys of tho Si.\- 
Conipaniea wub in vain. Judge Rosb held, 
in the cnao of Quoiig J ok Wyo, that a 
Chinaman who held an intercat in a n\or- 
■cantilo firm was not a merchant within tho 
meaning of bite Geary law. He must bo 
actively engaged in buying, selling and 
other duties mprchants are occupied with. 
United States District Attorney Donnia re 
ciived a ditipulch from .■Xttorney tlonorii 
Olney this afternoon, in which it wag stated 
that money would bo fort lieomiiig for Mar 
shal Card to cirry out tho orders of the 
court in tho Cliiiieao cubes. Marshal Card 
had spent all tho money ho had, and thia 
timely action siived bin) from contempt of 
court. It wus expected that in evcut he 
pot no reapoiiao from Washington, .fudg.? 
Rosa would censure tho marshal and hia 
superiors. 

Lk OiianipK, Or., iSept. 2('>. — An anti- 
Chinese delegation visiteil C'ovu .MomUy 
night and secured fourteen C'liiiuviiien who 
were picking hopa. Tho niol) phiocd the 
Chinamen in wagons aud carried them to 
tho mountains west of Le Ciriinde, where 
they liberated them with thre'ita of violence 
if they returned. Oiher Chinamen living 
in that aeotion had hecn apprised of the 
contemplated raid, and evaded tho mob. No 
demonstration has been indulged in here 
since Sunday night. The prosecuting at- 
tomey has issued warrants fur the arrest of 
five persons who were implicated in the 
affair. The sentiment of the citizens is so 
aeanimonsly in favor of preserving the law 
that no funber troable fs appreiiondod. 

Taooua,, Sept. 26.— Six Chinamen 
were ordered deported to-day by 
United Stages Commissioner ClifTord. In 
the case of Sut Mong, which was taken 
under advisement Monday, the prisoner was 
discharged, as was also Fong Ah Ching, an 
oily toBgued Celestial, who proved himself 
a talker of more than ordinary ability- Tho 
caao of young I'oi caused more interest than 
any of tho others. Poi was put on tho 
stand this morning and proceeded to tell 
tho stereotyped tale of 10 to 14 years' resi- 
dence in tho United Slates, a journey from 
San Francisco to Portland by boat, thence 
to Olynipia by train. The Government 
ihon exhibited a letter written in Chinese, 
which was found on Poi's person. It was 
translated by Interpreter Gardner and 
spread upon tho record. It was sent to Poi 
at Victoria, in care of the firm of Wah 
Yuen of that city. The letter, which 
proved a startling piece of evidence, read as 
follows : 

" San Francisco — My Dear Nephew: — 
Your letter to nio received. V.'-u say that 
by taking the railroad it will cost ynu $180; 
by Bteamer it would cost $190. Vou can 
decide lor yourself, lie sure that you have 
them guarantee in the United States before 
the money is to bo paid. If they will not 
guarantee to talte you down to San Fran- 
cisco to a store called Qee Shing's, the 
money Isnot to be paid. Tell them that the 
money will be on hand at Gee Sbing'a just 
as soon as yon appear there, or that you will 
call in person and send it over to your 
friends' there. I will have the money and 
be on hand at Geo Stiing's store to pay your 
fare. If ynu should fall into the hands of 
cuai;onis odicials the money won't be paid, 
lie sure to state what day you are coining 
over. I hope you will not meet with any 
diaappoinlmenta. Do not be anxious." The 
letter was unsigned. It completely non- 
plussed the coolie and he was ordered de- 
ported. 

A LONG TELEPHONE LINE. 

Kverett Connected With i^pokane— The Second 
I/0nj;:cBt In the World. 

Telephone connection between .'Spokane 
and Everett, by way of PortLind, and tho 
principal cit'ea of the Souiui Ima been ealab- 
li.ihed. ManaL'er C. H. Hopkins postponed 
hia trip to the World'H Fair on account of the 
work involved in opening tho lino, and ia 
bending every energy toward making it on 
the day specified. The lino will be tho 
second longeat telephone connection in the 
world, its only rival being the 900 mile line 
between New York and Chicugo. There 
still remains to be completed ubour, nine 
miles of lino just east of Troutdole. It ia in 
heavy timber and rock, but progress .is be- 
ing made at the rate of over a mile a day. 

Three companies are interested in the com - 
blncd long line, the Sunset between Everett 
and Portland, the Oregon from Portland to 
John Day'n, and the Inland from the latter 
place to Spokane. The managers of the 
companies are now pow-wowing about rates. 
Talk will not be so oboap as on ordinary nc- 
casions. The maxi nnm tarifT will probiibly 
be in tho neighb irh >od of $-1 50 for a fivo- 
minuti! cnnvera itiun, with an intermediate 
r.ite of .S'2 fiO or so for Portland. There is 
talk, however, of a i?l commercial rale for 
one minute to Porthuid. That will com- 
pote with the telegiaphic rate for a mespago 
and answer, and pc'rinit of consideridilo bus- 
ioesa being done by a in.'iii v, ho doca not 
waste time in rhetorical tO'usuin. 



CITY MARIvETS. 

Many of the local merohants have found 
last week's buainess not quite as brisk as 
usual. There have been several good-aiz^d 
importations of fruit, which ia in good de- 
mand, Tho aalinon shipments have made 
httsiness brisk in tho distributing houses, 
The fresh fish market has of late been in n 
very weak condition, the supply being very 
poor. In dairy products prices ore stifTen- 
ing, but in grain and other field products 
there are no ohaDcea.

RAINY LAKE. 

First Discovery of Gold on the HInncsota 
Side. 

Charles A. Moore, well known in mining 
circles, passed through Winnipeg the other 
day en route to Si;. Paul and Duluth. Mr. 
Mooro has just returned from R.iiiiy lake, 
where ho has started a gi'.ng of nuners to 
work on his recently discovered aurifurrnu 
lodes in IiaHca c .nnty, Minn,, a few miles 
northeaet of St. Fraiicin. So far twelve 
gold bearing reefs have liiien located by Mr. 
Moore ami bin aMuociatea. Specimens 
shown were rich in free gold, and 
would indicato thut the lunv finds are 
among tho richest, ever rnade in Rainy river 
district. The strike of tlieao reefs is identi- 
cal with those being developeil on the Lake 
of tho Woods, and are probably outcrops or 
continuations of them, the apeciinena re- 
sembling quartz from the Sultanii, Opliir, 
Gold Hill, Kaj.Ui, Pine Portage, George 
Hcenan and other Lake of the Woods riv- 
ers. This is the first discovery of gold on 
the Minnesota side, which has been looked 
upon as exclusively an iron country. 
The country is easy of access during 
■flje summer by way of Rat Portage 
and Rainy river by steamboat, and in win- 
ter by aleigh.

SHAKESPEARE AND BACON. 

Henry Irvine's Views as to the Identity of 
the Immortal Drajuatlst. 

Mr. Henry Irving, the great English 
actor, who was lately in British Col- 
umbia, is no friend of Ignatius Donnelly's 
laborious argument that Bacon wrote the 
plays almost universally attributed to the 
immortal Shakespeare. 

' It seems to mo," ho says, " that the 
apex of tho ludicrous was touched when 
Mr. Ignatius Donnelly wrote hia stupen- 
dous work to prove tliiit liacon wove into 
Shakespeare's plays a Uiirrative in cipher 
full of historical incidents wliich never 
happened. After this there ia really no- 
thing else for the Biicouian parly to acliievo, 
and they ought to weep like Alexander 
bjcauao there remain no other worlds to 
conquer. " 

Then Mr. Irving mukes a suggestion. 
" Why not iirgue tlial the ioli.l lack of 
imagination, of the poetic faculty and of 
tho sense of hmnor revealed in Bacon's 
works is proof of his purpose to prevent any 
identification of hia genius with Shake- 
speare's ? This would bs quite as convinc- 
ing as the famous cipher." 

" What about the theory of composite 
authorship ? " 

"A weak and waddling conjpromise, that 
seems to have no other foundation than the 
idea that while the brilliant nobles of Eliza- 
beth's court contributed the scholarship, 
Shakespeare threw in the poetry. Imagine 
a canimittee of classical experts with Bacon 
in the chair meeting to discuss a rough draft 
of ' The Tempest or ' King Lear,' and 
sending it around to Blackfriars for Shake- 
speare to tone up with the addition of a lit- 
tle blank verse I 

"No," and .Mr. Irving, like a skeptic, 
sinileil, "the teatin.ony of competent wit- 
neaaea ia simple and conclusive. Is'o one in 
hia day ventured to suggest that .Shakes- 
jieare waa tracMrg on another'a braina, and 
only when tho Biconians can show that 
lien. .Johnson waa either a fool or a knave, 
or that tho whole world of players and play- 
wrights are foola nr kniivea, will they re- 
ceive serious attention." 

Mr. Irvine's favorite Shakespearian char- 
acters are "King Lear," "lago," "Hande.t," 
ind "Richard III," and these will be fre- 
juently presented during tho American tour 
to terminate in New York on March 17, 1891. 
After that date it is quite pnasiblc that a 
Canadian circuit may be played, Vancouver 
and Victoria being included in tho cities 
honored. For tho Dominion tour, if it be- 
comes a reality, Mr. Irving may add to his 
company's repertoire tho new play "King 
Arthur — a drama in blank verse wljioh bo 
has recently accepted from Conyn Cum- 
mings. It deals with the legendary portion 
f English hintory, when Launcelot and 
Guinevere lived and loved. Mr. Irving 
will take the title part, Miss Terry that of 
Guinevere.

OUR BOYS. 



Victoria haa good reason to bo proud of 
its lacrosso team. It has been succesaful in 
the Bast beyond the moat sanguine expeota 
tions of its friends. If anyone had pre' 
dieted before our boys left home that 
they would meet the crack teams of the 
Dominion on their own grounds, and in five 
oonteata aulTer but one defeat, he would bo 
regarded as almost a candidate for a lunatic 
asylnm by the great majority of Victorians, 
and ha would ba considered much too 
sanguine even by those who expected them 
when they went East to win fame for them- 
selves and to reflect credit on the Pacific Pro 
vince. 

They have done this and more. They 
have been beaten but by one team in tlio 
Bast, and that the champion team. In tlio 
contests with the Capitals and the Sham 
rooks, there is good reason to believe that 
the shortness of the time limit only pre 
vented their scoring victories in Ijoth cjses, 
At any rate it is now proved that the Vic- 
toria lacrosse team is second to no team in 
the Dominion of Canada. 

Not only have our boys shown them 
selves skilful players, but they have proved 
both in the field and out of it that they poa 
ses3 the true spirit of British sport. Their 
victoriea have not been tarnished by 
a'lDglo unfair or improper act. Nothing but 
good is said of them by tho uowspapers of 
the Bask Their record as laoroase players 
Is not only bright but clean. 

Wo have no doubt that when the 
boys come iiome their fellow citi 
zona will ahow their appreciation of them in 
a hearty and also in a Bubatantial way 
They have done honor to the City of Vic 
totta, whose name they bear, and they have 
made tho Province of British Colunib 
fovorably known, not only in Eaatern 
Canada but wherever men take an interest 
in manly aport, and that ia now all over tho 
world. There ia therefore, we aro sure, no 
necessity to urge tho citizens of Victoria to 
receive the boys handsomely. They will 
doubtless celebrate the return of tho vic- 
torious team in such a way that the woloomb 
homo will be remembered proudly and 
pleasantly for many a long day to come. 

THa MID WINTER FAIR. 

The promotora of tho California Mid 
winter Fair deserve tho greatest credit for 
their energy, their pluck and their enter. 
prise, The idea of having a fair in mid 
winter was an original one, and when it was 
first mooted it was very coldly received. 
But it was earnestly and judiciously advo- 
cated, and the more it was talked ubout and 
written about tho more attrao(iv<e and tho 
more feasible did itappear. 

The Fair is to be an International ono 
and it is planned on an extensive scale. It 
goes without saying that to got it up in any- 
thing like adequate proportions acd in a 
creditable stylo will require a great deal of 
money. Ut this its projeotora were fully 



convinoed, but.the oonviotion did not daunt 
them in the least. They sot about raising 
the necessary funds, and before tho first 
spadeful of earth wos turned for tho foun- 
dation oi tho buildings, the very consider- 
able sum of $400,000 had boon subscribed. 

There were as many as eighty thousand 
persons present in the Golden Gato Park on 
the 24tli of August to uaaiat in tho iuitlation 
of the project. Tho buildioga aro to bo 
both spacioua and handsoino. The Manu- 
f.mtnrea and Liberal Arts building is to bo 
450 feet long, 250 wide, with a height of 
.'SS feet. It is to be Moorish in design. 
The roof will be covered with curled metal 
tilec, and tho building will bo lighted 
from the roof and tho aides. Tho material 
used in tho conatruction will bo wood, plas- 
ter and uomeut. Like tho exhibition build- 
ings in Chicago, it is to bo white, with a 
roof of a color that will be in contrast with 
tho walls; and tho interior ia to bo, oa far 
as color ia concerned, gorgeous. It is cal- 
culated that this building alono will cost 
§105,000. 

Hut ihia ia not to bo tho only largo build- 
ing of tho Exhibition. The Meohanic-Arta 
Building is to be 324 feet in length, ICQ feet 
in depth, and GO feet high. It is to have 
an annex 246 feet by US. This is to bo 
used as a power house and is to have space 
for thirty boilers of 100 horao-power euol;. 
The coat of this building ia eatimated at §7."),- 
000. Then there ia to be an Administration 
Building which is intended to be of great 
architectural beauty. Tho style ia to 
Byzantine-Gothic and it ia to have towers 
and domes covered with glittering material 
so as to make a bravo aliow when tho aun 
ahiucs. As the building ia to be iiiudo of 
cheap material the ornamentation will not 
bo so costly as its appearance would indi 
cate. The Agrioultural and Horticultural 
Building is to be of the " Mission " typo »p 
parently peculiar to California. It ia to hi 
ry large, being -(00 lect long and 'JOO feet 
wide. Thero is to bo a tower counecte4 with 
it 80 feet high and 25 feet square. Thia 
building is to be like the others ornate in- 
side and out and is to cost $70,000. The 
Fine Arts building Is described as notable 
for quaintncss,and originality of design. It 
ia to be more aubstantial than the othera and 
ia to bo fire-proof, for it will contain during 
tho exhibition valuable paintinga and other 
works of art, which must be protected 
from fire and injury of all kinds. 
This building is to cost $70,000. 
There will also be a plaisance which will 
have mony of the interesting features of its 
prototype in Jackson Park. Indeed, it ap 
peara that tho projectors ot tho Midwinter 
Fair have been indebted to tho deaignera of 
the Chicago Fair for many of- their ideaa, 
but it does not appear that the imitiation is 
to be in any respect a slavish one. The in- 
tention ia evidently to give the San Francis- 
no Fair a character of ita own. Tho ljuild 
ingb aro aituated in a park of sixty acrea in 
extent, so that tho managers will not be 
hampered for room. 

The Executive committee, of which Mr. 
M, H. DeYoung baa been elected President 
and Director-Gei.eral, are doing the r very 
beat to mnko tho Fair attractive. They 
will deoervo auccesa, and thero can be hardly 
a doubt but that they will achieve it. 



woll-boing of the church," duo care being 
taken of diocesan rights. Doctrine, worship 
ond discipline, together with the general 
miaaionary and educational work of the 
church, and tho establiahment of an appel- 
late tribunal, are among the aubjects men- 
tioned SB falling moro particularly under 
the General Synod's control. All rights at 
present posseBsed by Provincial Dioscoaan 
Synods are declared conserved, and a check 
to rasli legislation ia imposed in a clauao de- 
claring that no canon shall bo binding upon 
the church until passed by two auccossive 
(ioneral Synoda, and, as that body doev not 
intend to cheapen itself, but will meet only 
onco in three or fuur years, a couslderablo 
interval muat intervene between tho pro- 
posal and tho ultimate pusaiug of any Im- 
portant legislation. ■ 

It appears that'the Church of England in 
Canada docs not propose to bo oxclusive. It 
dooi not intend to hold itself aloof from all 
other religious bodies. Tho Synod has 
agreed upon a basis on which negotiations 
for co-operation and union can be establish- 
ed. It is sliort and simple, but oompreben- 
aive : 

"1, Tho Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Teatunicnts as containing all things 
ncceeaary to salvation, and as being the rule 
and ultimate standard of faith. 

'"J. The apostles' creed as the baptismal 
Bynibnl, and the Niceue creed as the sufEoi- 
out atatoment of tho Christian faith. 

The two sacraments ordained by 
Chriat hiniaelf, Bapiiamand the Supper of 
tho I^oi d, ministered with unfailing use of 
Cliriat'a worda of iiiatitution and of the elo- 
menta ordained by Hin). 

"■t. T'he lii.storio episcnpatp, locally ad- 
ajited in till! 'iiethodM of ila udndiiislniLioii 
to the varying needs of the nationa and peo- 
ples i;allcd of ( iod into tho unity of Ilia 
Church, " 

We have no doubt that the Union effected 
by tho Synixl will have tho ^ ll'ect of atrength- 
euing the Church of England in Canada, and 
of stimulating the zeal of those who are en- 
gaged In all departments of ita work. It ia 
pleiiaant to sue that other denominaliona 
have taken a lively interest in tho proceed- 
ings of the Synod, and that they appear to 
he ri j'iiced that ita hvbora have been brought 
ucceaafiil conclusion.

A GREAT WORK. 



Tho work done by tho first General Synod 
of the Church of I^ngland in Canada has 
been inoat important. That Synod waa 
composed of able and zealous men, who had 
no other object than the good of the Church 
of which they were ministers and members, 
The Toronto Globe in an article on the 
Synod says thia of its work and the men who 
performed it : — 

Tho work of the Synod was much acoolo 
rated by tho high character of its conipoai 
tion. Out of loriy-ono lay delegates tlireo 
are justices, four judges, ten CJ. C. 'a, one 
university professor, ono aenator und oi: 
aherilf. A singularly high tone of debiil 
was maintained throughout. 'J'ho diacu 
aion was full, but not ono badly delivered, 
not one foolish, not one intemuerate speech 
waa made. 

This is what the Toronto Empire says 
about the work which the Synod accomp- 
lished : 

The Church of Knglund in Canada has 
during the last week, taken the most im 
portant step in its history. Instead of c 
Colonial appanage of the great Mother 
Church it is now a distinct Canadian insti 
tution, appealing to the sentiments of G44, 
DUO udberents as the national centre around 
which their alTaotion and loyalty may grow 
steadily and uloaely. Instead of uu uuor 
ganized, scattered masS of worahippera, 
meeting through their clerical and lay dele 
galea in I'roviucial Synods, having uu recog- 
nized central authority, and no attempt 
Duniinion organization, the Church now has 
a clear organic unity, with a (ieneral Synod 
for tho Di)iiiini(jn aii.dlar in ila powura to 
the ICiigliah Houses of Convocation ; a Pri 
mate ot all Canada after tho style of tlio 
.Archbishop of Canterbury, who ia Primate 
ot all Kiigland ; an Archbiahup of Ontario 
and ono ot Kupert'a Land ; an arrangement 
tor Provincial Synoda and the creation of 
Archdioceses in cuoueotiou therewith, and 
a solemn declaration of principles. 

We take from the Toronto Globe the fol 
lowing deacription of tho now constitution : 

As now established, tho conatitution 
opens with a solemn declaration of allegi 
anco to the doctrines of tho Church of ling 
land, and pasaes on to two declarations, 
the basis of the constitution, ono conserv- 
ing the powers and rights of Dioceaan Sy- 
noda, tho other leaving tho eyatem ot Pro- 
vincial Synoda entirely under tho control 
of these boiliea. Tho constitution then 
goea on to determine tho syatom and pro- 
portion of representation, stipulating that 
diooeses having fewer than twonty-Qve 
licensed clergymen shall have two dele- 
gates, ono from each order; dioceses having 
between twenty-five and fifty clergymen, 
four delegates, two olerioal and two lay ; 
dioceses having from fifty to one hundred 
clergynun, six delegates, and dioceses hav- 
ing over one hundred clergy, eight delo- 
gutes. It is agreed that there aro to 
be two houses, tho ono composed of 
tho Archbishops and Bishops, the other of 
tho clerical and lay delegates, tho clergy 
and laity to vote by orders, if ni cessary.

They ate wholesome food for cattle; and tho 
finer product of tho flowers can bo mado in- 
to an excellent oil, which is already dia- 
placing tho olive and other oils for table 
salads in England and other countries. 
There are ten acres of the flowers at tho 
farm here, The heads alone are to be placed 
in the siloes, together with the Indian corn 
and horse beans, making an ensilage known 
.08 Robertson's ensiUge for the sake of dis- 
tinotioD, which is considered to be unsur- 
passed for feeding cattle. Tho mixtore was 



only exporimontod upon last year, and this 
Hummer fully 150 farmers in Canada are 
lajing in a supply of it for tho winter." 

Tailors' unions in tho East are taking 
steps to assist those of this Province in their 
resistance to the recent reduction in wages. 

A ciiictir.AH has been issued by tho CP. R. 
giving the names of the principal importers 
of Sydney, Now South Wales, for the in- 
formation of Canadian merchants wishing to 
do busineaa with Australia.

Thu first aud sec- 
ond baaaea aro also powerful, well-trained 
voices ; but. tho chorua blends well us a 
whole, and gives an efVect of musical unison 
often nut attained by choirs who havo been 
singiiig together for years. 

'J'here Were fifteen numbers on last even- 
ing's progr mime, including tw(j vocal eoloa 
by .Miss Warren, and a violin solo by Mr. 
ICrnest Wolfl. Mias Wurren'a .singing was 
mui:h appreciated. She baa good method, 
tne result of superior preparation, and 
adapts it to a voice of conaiderablo sweet- 
ness und richncBa. Possibly her rendition 
of "II Hucio," though in Italian, waa the 
better of tho two, although she received a 
ciirdial recall for each of her numbers. Mr. 
Krneal Wolff was also warmly applauded 
and encored for a masterly interpretation of 
u selection from De Beriot, "Scene do Bal- 
let." Among tho many pretty numbers by 
tho club was one by Sullivan, " Tho Long 
Day Closes," which was beautifully ren- 
dered. It is full of sweetness and touching 
sympathy^ wbioh were efieotively brought 
out int;be execution. The closing piece wua 
the " Soldiers' Chorus" from Foust, with 
the rendition of which thcro ia littio fault to 
be found, the ringing vigor and musical 
forco with which it was given covering any 
niceties in the matter of choral faults. Un 
the whole, the friends who responded to 
the club's invitation spent an evening 
pleasant, both musically and intellectually. 

Oi'HKATioNS on the new acliool buildings 
and sewers wero resumed yesterday morn- 
ing, the bricklayers yielding to tho force of 
ciicumstancea and going to work under the 
supervision of tho protested inspectors.

Hop pickers in the fields south of the 
border h'aive this year found it next to im- 
possible to make more than actual living 
expenses, tho growers demanding much 
more careful picking without increasing tho 
recompense. It is thought that the result 
of this will ho to drive tho white pickers out 
of the buBinesB altogether. Near North 
Vakimo, a few days ago, the pickers went 
on strike for §1 20 a box, instead of tho §1 2.5 
allowed. Chinese were soon found to take 
their places, but the whites drove them off 
the fields, and the aid of the law has been 
invoked by the growers.

destitute of that grace of adaptability 
which is thu chief virtue of the woiniin 
lover, 

Jlen are not adaptable — and wo do not 
want that they should bo, siiieotho prin- 
cipal atti'action of their se:: is its strength. 
Women, to be sure, aro just as strong in 
their own way, but it is (piito a dilfennit 
way — tho diifen.'iiee between the oak and 
the birch. When the tornado comes, tho 
o!ik is snapped off at tho root, but the 
birch prostrates herself in thedust— sub- 
mits utterly and abjectlv — and when the 
storm has passed blithely resumes her 
upright attitude, shakos tho raindrops 
from her tresses, preens herself a little 
and is as good as new. 

Probably the oak admires the birch 
very much and calls her a sweet little 
thing, trembling at every breeze, and 
therefore loving to shelter hersidf under 
the protection of his "heart of oak." 

Well now, II woman born to millions 
doesn't grow up a birch at all; she doesn't 
want to bo protected or .sheltered, and 
she doesn't know enough to pretend 
that she doi's. She liasn't the strength 
of the oak, but she has all hisarrogance; 
she hasn't the flexibility and adaptability 
of the birch, but she has her softness and 
slendrriiess of build. When the tempest 
comes a.iid blows away the wall of gold 
whicli protects her while it lasts, her 
poor, little unj^ielding stem is very quick- 
ly snapped, and she falls a wreck. 

So, after all, I am afraid we must con- 
cedii that riches are inimical to love, 
that Plutus is tho enemy rather than tho 
aljv of Eros, and that millionaires, men 
[itiS Vygz^nu; nr$ not likely to become 
ideal love":' 

Shall -.vti, then, accept the opposing' ' 
th.'^ory, thiit 'bread and cheese and 
Idsse.^ are enough for life, and that 
sensibli?, well instructed nineteenth cen- 
tury iiicu and women are justified in 
marrying on such a basis? 

Since love does not thrive in palaces, 
is ho likely to be hale, hearty and long 
lived in tho provincial cottage with roses 
around tlie window, birds on the lunighs 
and nothing in tlie lardi-r or coal cellar? 

Well, no, C'ommonsenso declares he is 
not, and for once Sentiment finds nothing 
to say even when the little demon snecr- 
iugly declares, "When Poverty conies in 
the door, Love flies out at the window, 
and tho ideal cottage has broad casement 
windows set wide open bo that ho can 
leave without too much trouble," 

The beginnings oj povorfy combined 
with lov(j krG by no means unendurable. 
Tho fond pair, in all the jiride and glOry 
ofthefr proud contempt of fitting sur- 
roundings and all that sort of tiling, 
take possession of their cott.ige in tho 
country or their cheap flat in tho city 
and bravely begin life. Phyllis is going 
to do tho trifling little amount of liouse- 
ki'eping for herself, while Corydon ]nir- 
sues the avocation tli.it is to provide the 
bread and cheese. 

For a month or iierhapsthroe or four 
the wheels of the domestic inachine run 
upon velvet. Phyllis washes tlie cup 
and plate u.sed by Corydon with a trian- 
nlous joy in thinking that it is both her 
pri^nlege and her duty to do so, and ho 
springs from his couch at jieep of dawn 
to light the fire, fill the teakettle, bring 
in tho coals — in fact, do everything that 
a man may do to help the angel who has 
deigned to assume human form and min- 
ister to him. Each vies with eacli in 
making things light and jileasant for tho 
other, and little inconveniences aro 
laughed to scorn or welcomed as oppor- 
tunities to prove how well they can bo 
borne for love's sweet sake. 

Phyllis has li<'r trousseau, which, how- 
ever simple, is at least new and in Jier- 
fect order, and probablj' Corydon has 
provided himself with a new outfit of 
shirts and underwear; so there is no 
mending to do and no yearnings after a 
new dress or hat. But, not to dilate 
upon a jcri icess as inevitable a< it is jiain- 
fnl, tills beatific conchtioii come^[Io aneiid. 
Ho gets tired of building fires and fetch- 
ing coals. He wants to sleep awhile in 
tho jnorning and comes homo at niglit 
too tired to [jerform the tasks set aside 
for liiin. 

Worse than this, he is annoyed to find 
Phyllis too much worn and fretted with 
biT daily routine to be good company. 

The little domestic details that used to 
interi'sl liini while thi'y were noveliii'.q 
bore and clisgust liiin, now that a (iiieru- 
loiis toniM.fcomi)laiiit runs through tlieni, 
and finally ln' snajis and snarls and says 
Hoinetliinu' imi^'itient at hearing that the 
grate of the stove needs t.. lie tak'en out, 
or that a great liorriil rat has lieen seen 
in the ci'llar ami hi; must get a trajj ami 
►iet it, or that the grocc-r's boy did net 
bring the eggs f or bre.akfast, and will he 
go down and get them? 

As for Pliyllis, well, it is delightful to 
wash a iil.ale and cup andkiiif'eand fork 
;uid s])non for the man you love, a hun- 
dred times, or live hundred if you love 
him very much, but when it comes to five 
thousand times and five times five thou- 
sand it does become nioiiotonous to tho 
fonilesl ,aiid truest heart that ever betit. i 
Then besides the personal dishes of tho 
beloved there is an array of prosaic dis- 
agreeable pots and pans, gridirons and 
trying jians, not id all pleasant to hajidlo 
for c'veu the first tlir(!e months and raji- 
idlv growing iiitoleralile as tlio months 
nd'l on. 

Then lh(;re is ihe inexorable routine of 
tli(! daily duties of life hard enough to 
make attractive if you have no need of 
laboring iiersonally in them, but liable 
to become a crushing burden if body as 
well as mind is compelled to alwa3's lie 
ill harness and at work. Then tho 
clothes wear out and must be mended 
and altered and renewed, and if tho pov- 
erty of our young couple is an absolute 
fact and not a pri'tty fancy the young 
wife has to add this labor to that of 
housekeeping. 

She grows thin and haggard and fret- 
ful. She no longer ]ints flowers on tho 
brealcfast table, nor folds tho napkins in 
fantastic forms. She no longer makes a 
pretty toilet to welcome her husband's 
return at night, and in fact sho feels that 
he would hardly notice it if sho did, for I 



his brow is apt to bo clouded and his 
voice sullen as ho says in one form or an 
other, "We must nianago to spend less 
money instead of launching out into new 
clothes and servant and all that you 
seem to require." 

Then come tho babies, and then- 
then comes tho sad "repenting at leis^ 
ure." It is not a cheerful picture, and 
w(> need not treat it in a pre-Baphaelito 
spirit, bringing out all its sordid features 
and details, but allow mo to say to all 
whom it may concern that it is a picture 
from life coming under my own obsorv 
iitionnot onco alone, but many limes, 
and very likely to reproduce itself in the 
experience of any one who chooses to at- 
tempt "love in a cottoge" on a very lim- 
ited foundation. 

Must; w(!say. tlien, tlnit poverty isalso 
inimical to love; that the goddess Po- 
vorta, celebrated by George Sand as ono 
of the most desirable of the Parnassian 
royal family, is as little likely to abide 
comfortably with Eros as is her brother 
Plutus? 

Well, yes, I think- so. In fact, wore I 
compelled to choose, I should select the 
loveless wealthy marriage to the loveless 
poor marriage, for in the' former case the 
ill mated couple can retreat to the ex- 
treme limits of a very long chain, and 
all sorts of servitors and middieiiien and 
distractions coiiii- in between an<l enable 
the discordant couple to forget their dis- 
cordance in a multitude of other inter- 
ests. 

Marriage ■witlmut love is .a very mis- 
erable condition, but far more miserable 
if, through poverty, thu marrie<l pair 
are forced into constant companionship 
and tho sight and sound of each otlier's 
worries and com]ilaints. 

llajipiuess lies in the middle n'gion, 
sang tite old Latin poet thousands of 
years ago, and notliing has been said 
since to supersede his utterance, i^olh- 
ing is so desirable in its extn^me as in 
its Juste milieu, and m<jst certainly this 
axiom applies to the substantial basis of 
married life. 

Two persons of sympathetic tastes, 
temper, habits and aims, marrying upon 
an income sufiicient to gratify those 
tastes and habits and to continue the 
pursuits thej' have enjoyed before mar- 
riage, stand a far better chance for a 
liajipy life than if they were enormously 
wealthy or extremely poor. Especially 
is tliis ihe case if the wife has a little 
money of her own, enough for her per- 
sonal wants and to make little presents 
to her husbaiul as well as to other 
friends. If she has nothing of her own, 
it is a safeguard to her future happi- 
ness for her friends to insist upon her 
future husband"s making some small set- 
tlement upon her and her fulurO chii- 
dreij, 

A man respects his wife a good deal 
more if ho does not keep her petty purse, 
and the wife loves the husband fi good 
deal more if sho does not have to ask for 
and accoun t for every i)enny she expends.

— The Market 
Street Cable Railway system and Omnibus 
Cable company have absorbed the Powell 
Street Cable system, including Park, Ferrie 
and Cliff House cablOi Clay street cable and 
oonneotiDg steam dummy aeririce near the 
park. This means increased capital stock, 
some say to eichteen millions. As it now 
stands the conaolidated cable compuuica in- 
clude all tho principal atreet radwaya in tho 
city, exclnaivo of Geary, California, Union 
and .Suitor sireet c.itdea, which are tho only 
railroads out of the union. Charles F. 
Crocker says the transaction has been satis- 
faotorily arranged. 

ConnterreltlnK rinut Rnldc<I. 

New York, Sept. 27. — An extensive 
couQtei ffiting plant was raided at Living 
ston on Moudiiy night and Angela Delooco 
and his alleged wife were arrested. The 
police secured over $1,000,000 in counterfeit 
bills. There were four in the gang alto- 
ge%het, two men and two women. Btforo 
State Commissioner Bellows at Brooklyn to- 
day Delnoco was held in $5,000 and the 
woman in $2,500 bail. It seems Delnoco is 
an expert engraver and had charge of an 
extensive plant in the Argentine Republic. 
On account of the revolutionary troubles ho 
returned to this country about three months 
ago. Ho entered into an arrangement with 
a man named Perris to mako counterfeits of 
Argentine currency and tho women were to 
dispose of it for good American specie and 
bills. Perris weakened and gave inferma- 
tion to the police which led to the raid last 
night, 

.^len .Hnrderrd by Indians. 
Ydma, Ariz., Sept. 27. — Postmaster Pot- 
ter, an old Missouri newspaper man, and 
Bob Roberts, a California pioneer, formerly 
bookkeeper at the Southern Pacific hotel, 
Yunia, were murdered on Monday at Gila 
City, fifteen miles east of here. They had 
their skulls crushed. The men were ut 
breakfast when some miners left the post 
office in tho forenoon. Later a boy called 
ioT mail, and finding Roberts dead in a chair 
under the porch, ran to a mine four miles 
away for help. Tlifl sherifi of Yuma was 
telegraphed for, and upon the arrival of tho 
ofiScers they found Potter seventy yarda 
from his office. A rifle and two pistols were 
stolen from the post office. Suspicion rests 
on Indians mining near Oila 6ity. Both 
bodies were buried here to-day. 

Cnrcless Japanese Stndentg. 

Whatcom, Sept. 27. — Two Japs were ar- 
rested at Goshen on Monday night, and 
brought to this city, charged with burning 
two box .cars and one flat car partially 
loaded with I&mber. They admit that they 
cooked and ate in one of the ears, and the 
fire was doubtless the reault of their care- 
lesaneas. They say they had been in Canada 
two years, but as they have no pasaports 
into this country, they are being hold by 
Ueputy Collector Malonoy while their case 
is being investigated.

As soon as the case of 
the C. G. White ta disposed of, the Petrel 
will return to the China station, taking in 
Fetropanlosky on the Amoor coast en route.

What Is Belnu Bono to Secure tho Triins- 
uilsslon of Yaluablts. 

New Youic, Sept. 27.— Thomas C. Plutt, 
in reply to a reporter who interviewed him 
in regard to meusurea taken to protect the 
express company's property from train rob- 
Uers, said: — "\Vo are ready for them und 
are taking extra precautions to protect our- 
aolvea. We are putting extra men on trains 
through to the West and on trains wherever 
our interests may be. The men are thor- 
oughly equipped and ready to look after 
our interesiB and their own." 

When asked what ho thought of the 
propoaition to amend tho inter-atato com- 
merce law bo as to giveFi'deral courts juris- 
diction in case i>f the robb-ry i f an intor- 
alato train, he said it would have a salutary 
cd'out in cliecUing tlio practice. 

(ioneral Manager .Julian, of tho American 
compuny, also aaid hia express company was 
prepari (1 for them. Snpt. Hoey, of tho 
Adaina lOxpri'f^a coinpaiiy, aaid that in com- 
mon svilh olher conipaniea they were pro- 
tectii'g their intcrcata. 

General Manager Dudley Evans, of WoUa, 
Fargo & Co. , said that it was not a good 
idea to let rold)efa know what the company 
was doing, but that apecial inatruotions had 
been eout to western iigents. Ho thought 
that r. federal law providing for hanging or 
imprisonmeJit in caaca where train robbing 
resulted in loss of life would have a salutary 
ellect upon train robbers. Ele said under a 
United States law men thua oiiptured would 
bo removed from tho ncighborhiKul and tried 
in some court where loe.il pn jiulicu would 
not act. Often in the West, he aaid, local 
feeling was with tho poor train robbora as 
against the greedy Kaatern corporations. 
Ho was glad the railroads in the West were 
ro operating with the express companies by 
arming their conductors and brakemen. 

SAILOR COMPLAINTS. 



The Men of the D. S. Steamer " Bangr- 
er" Have a Wliole Cliapter of 
Grievances. 



"Salt Horst^"— Sodden Iiiseiiit.s-( Hi- 
eers Witli Swelled Heutlu and 
Other Discomforts. 



(S»n Francisco Cdl.l 
On April 12 last the U. S. steamer Ran- 
ger left this harbor for Port Townsond in 
command of Captain Niohola and manned 
by a complement of men. On October 13 
next the Ranger will probably return to 
San Franciaco minua a number of the crew 
and bearing the reputation of having lost 
most of her men because of too rigid dis- 
cipline. 

From a private source of information it is 
learned that one of tho principal complaints 
made by the men of tho Ranger is that or- 
ders have been given by tho vessel's com- 
mander that no seaman shall bo al- 
lowed to put his hands in his pockets 
while on duty. It is not presumed that 
poor Jack is prohibited from reaching after 
hia knife, or prevented from diving in- 
to hia pooketa for a chew of tobacco, 
but it ia stated that under no cirouni- 
atances ia a Ranger seaman allowed tu 
poso meditatively with his fists covered by 
trouser cloth tad not ready for immediate 
action. 

Again doth Jack complain and say that 
on board the Ranger tho men are forced to 
do double duiy. Wutchea have been chang- 
ed BO ua to forcn every seaman, mariu - and 
apprentice to sleep with one eye on dream- 
land and the other on the snip's oliicers. 
No man is ullowcd to close boiti ej-cs at 
once, nor to b)SO conaciousneaa aU"^;etljer. 
Mess-table rules are still n.ore ofl'euaive, 
declare tbeaa victims of tho Ranger. Sea- 
biscuits have to be eaten in seven bites in- 
stead of three, and " ealt horse " chewed 
thoroughly before being swallowed. All 
able seamen aro expected to shave three 
times a week, and no man with an over- 
growth of capillary substance is permitted 
to be on deck without a comb handy for 
constant use. 

These are some of ^ the minor complaints 
which the Ranger sailors hint of, but more 
seriously speaking there appear to be 
grounds for assertions that tho ship's crew 
ia only awaiting an opportunity to leave her 
at the first port touched at. At present the 
Ranger is supposed to be in Alaskan waters, 
and no news of a definite or wholly trust- 
worthy character can be gaineil concerning 
her. Nevertheless there haa been trouble 
with this ship concerning desertion before 
While at Port Townaend, uomu months ago, 
a uumher lA her crow left hor ; the coni- 
plaiul being that too severe diaciplino waa 
euforctd. 

At naval head(juartera tho story of a pro- 
bable general dcaertion from the ship is not 
credited. It is thought that tlio larger [iirc 
of tho veaad'a crew will leave her wiien she 
arrives at this port, but Ihia, it ia claimed, 
is ulwajs the caao with vessels returning 
from Behriog Sea (luty. 

"The origin of ihe story ia tho desertion 
of a number of men whilo the Ranger was 
at Port Townaend, "aaid an cliicer. " Trouble 
if always experienced wiili i:rews shipping 
on the lieliriiig Sea patiol lleet. Tlie men 
S( Oin to have an aversion to shipping to the 
North. They got as far us Port Townaend, 
get full of liquor and are then sorry that 
they signed. I don't think that the rules 
and regulations of the Naval Department 
are any more strict on board of the Ranger 
than on any other Government ship." 

The following letter waa received yester- 
day from one ot the crew c f the Ranger by 
a local shipping ageni. Il gives a fair idea 
of tho diaaatiafuciion among tho men : 

" Wo are not aatit'fied here at all. This 
is one of tho hurdeal ahipa I ever was in. 
We have all been (bung double time and 
getting no thanks for it. The grub is poor, 
and tho ollicers aeein to Ije auireriug with 
the awell bead. Every man in my watch 
intends leaving the ship when we reach 
Frinco, ami you bet wo will not sign in her 
again." 

The crew of tho Mohican, it is also learn- 
ed, aro anxious to get back. Tliey say that 
anoveidoteof diacipline ia their trouble, 
and declare that, liUn tho Kunger's men, 
they will leave the Government service 
never to return.

Nkw We.st.mi.n'sthk, Sept. 27. — At noon 
to-day His Honor Lieut.-Governor DewJnoy 
stood on tho balcony of tho Kxhibitiou 
Building at New Weatmiuster close to tho 
railing and lifted his hat. At a prearranged 
signal, Lieut. Cowper in command of 150 
men of H.M.S. Garnet and Nymphe shouted 
" present arms " to his line of marines; tho 
regulars moved likea machineand came to tho 
present with a decisive combined jerk while 
tho boom-bootii of a mounted Nordenfelt in 
charge of tho dotaohnient seemed to givn 
vent to the pent up desire of the citizens to 
demonetrnto their enthusiasm on the suc- 
cessful opening of the tbird annual agri- 
cultural exhibition of the mnniolpality of 
Westminster. The cannon does not cease to 
boom, ere the band plays the -l^alional an- 
them, and every head is uncovered. As the 
last strains die away, Mayor Curtis waves 
hia hand and all noises cease but tho Nor- 
denfelt. Tho civic magistrate extends a 
greeting to tho visitors, and in a felicitoua 
apeech, in which he refers romantically to 
tho pioneer days of our Lieutenant-(jlovernor 
on tlio banka of tho Fraacr, introducea Hia 
Honor to the assembled crowda, and on be- 
half of the citi/.onp of New Wostminater, 
many of whom were formerly fellow citizens 
nf His Honor in old days, be bids the 
(,iiieen'a representative welcome to the Royal 
City. 

Hia Honor auid it waa not the fir.it time 
tlie citi/ens of Weetmiuater hid shown their 
appreoiatit II for what they were good 
enough to term hia valu iblo services in the 
paat. Looking back, events had proved his 
course the right one. Ho had aapired to 
the honorable position ho now held, aa ho 
beliei'ed tho sentiinenta e.^presaeil to-day 
would bo those expressed by hia old friends 
in British Columbia. He waa, indeed, an 
old pioneer, having the honor to have been 
the first settler on Sea Island, at the south 
bunk of the Fraser. 

"I first set foot," said His Honor, "in B. 
C , early in June, 1859. I oamped upon the 
hank of tho Fraser within the limits of 
Qaeensborough, then Capital of B.C. I ac- 
companied Col. Moody, commander of H.M. 
forces in British Colnmbia, to the Mainland. 
We crossed from the Island on the old 
steamer Beaver, and I was appalled at the 
immensity of the forests as I gazed from the 
deck of the steamer." 

It gave him peculiar piea.iure, ho said, to 
see the wonderful change so beauti- 
fully expressed in the address of tho citizens 
of New \\ eatminater. The Iloyal City had 
a noble history ; its people had been ener- 
getic and cautious and have a beautiful, 
clean and healthy town adjoining tho forest 
from which its site was hewn. Ho trusted 
he might bo of use in tho province owing 
to the knowledge ho poaaeaaed of it — an 
experience and knowledge which waa at tho 
service of any one and every one who de- 
sired it. 

His Honor, in conc'uaion, on behalf of 
Mra Dewduey and himself, thanked hia 
old friends and everyone present for their 
most gratifying and enthusiastio reception. 
Some of the happiest days of their lives had 
been spent in Westminster, and thoy would 
always have for the Royal City a warm 
ojor in their hearts.
